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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As noted in the rejection, it is submitted that the 
instant resist is taught in Kouchiyama et al and would have been obvious over Chaiken et al or JP-988. Concerning the former, the applied 
PGPub to Kouchiyama et al is the publication of US Patent 7,175,962, which claims priority to PCT Publication WO 03/071356. The PCT - 
356 was published on August 28, 2003, predating the instant priority date of December 23, 2003. Hence, the exact instant resist was 
known in the art prior to the instant filing date-ie, until applicant files a verified translation of the instant priority document-since the applied 
PGPub is equivalent to the US Patent and PCT Publication already noted. Even if Kouchiyama et al were to be removed, it is submitted 
that either of Chaiken et al or JP -988 would be used to support a conclusion of obviousness. It is reather clear that incomplete oxides are 
used in the art and one of ordinary skill in the art would have been able to enision a mixed metal incomplete oxide, particularly when both 
metals are disclosed. It is also clear that at least JP -988 employs the incomplete oxides for the same reason as applicant. If the case 
goes to the board, translations will have to be obtained for both JP -432 and JP-988 to ascertain exactly what these references teach.. 
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
